T. Sherman died, at 10 o'clock, this 
morning, at her residence. No. 75 West 
Seventy-first street, in this city. 
For 
nearly five years, Mrs. Sherman has 
been suflfering from heart trouble, and 
three weeks ago her malady assumed a 
serious aspect. 
Dr. 0. T. Smith, of the 
regular army, was called in by the gen- 
eral and through his efforts the trouble 
was somewhat overcome, but on Sunday 
Mrs. Sherman partook of something at 
the dinner table that did not agree with 
her and in the evening the serious 
symptoms of her illness were repeated 
and she was hurriedly put to bed. 


On the advice of Dr. Smith, General 
Sherman called in another physician 
and during the night he sent for Dr. 
Pepper, an eminent Philadelphia phy- 
sician. 
Despite all the efforts of the 
medical men Mrs. Sherman continued to 
grow worse, apparently sinking steadily, 
and at 7 o'clock last evening her condi- 
tion became so serious that General 
She' man was advised to telegraph to all 
his children to come to New York at 
once. 
Telegrams 
were 
accordingly 
sent. 


General Sherman was almost pros- 
trated last evening. 
He and his wife 
have been married thirty-eight years and 
grew up as children together in Lan- 
caster, Ohio, where Mrs. Sherman was 
bom sixty-four years ago. 
Her lather 
was the celebrated Thomas Ewing, sen- 
ator, representative and cabinet ofScer, 
and the mother was a Miss Boyle, and 
it is from her Mrs. Sherman inherits 
her I igid catholic faith, for which she 
has become noted. 
Mrs. Sherman slept 
quietly during short periods last night, 
but at 8 o'clock it became apparent she 
could live but a few hours. 
General 
Sherman was notified and the children 
who live at home, Bachael, Lizzie and 
Tecumseh were at the bedside of Mrs. 
Sherman when she breathed her last. 


Mrs. Sherman's remains will be taken 
to St. Louis, Mo., for interment, that 
being the home of the Sherman family, 
several members of which are buried 
there. 


A special car has been placed at the 
disposal of General Sherman to convey 
the remains west. 
The train will start 
to-morrow morning and reach its des- 
tination Saturday morning. 


The interment will take place Satur- 
day afternoon.

T H E H I 8 T O R T O F T H E DAY. 
The histoiy of the observance of the 
day is somewhat obscure. Its occasional 
observance was not unusual in England 
in early days and there was such a cele- 
bration in Leyden, 
Holland, in 1675, 
the first anniversary of the deliverance 
of that city from the plague. In 1618 
the Pilgrim church, exiled from Eng- 
land, went to Holland and remained 
there until 1620, when it sent off the 
Mayflower colony to New England. 
After the first harvest of the colonists at 
Plymouth in 1625, Governor Bradford 
sent four men out fowling, that 
they 
'might after a more special manner re- 
joice together," but previous to this 
time, 1623, a day of fasting and prayer 
had been appointed on account of the 
drought, 
and when the rain 
came 
abundantly, a day of thanksgiving was 
appointed which was observed with re- 
ligious services. 


In June 1632 Governor Winthrop, of 
the Massachusetts Bay colony, 
recom- 
mended a day of Thanksgiving on ac- 
count of the favorable action of the 
British privy council to the colonies. 
There is also records of the official ap- 
pointment of Thanksgiving in Massa- 
chusetts Bay in 1623, 1633, 1637, 1638, 
and 1639 and in Plymouth in 1651,1668, 
1680, lb89 and 1690. 
From that 
tune 
until the revolution ^there were occa- 
sional Thanksgiving days for special 
reasons, such as good crops, the safe ar- 
rival of ships, etc. 
During the war for 
our independence. Thanksgiving day 
was a national institution, being an- 
nually recommended by congress, but 
after the general thanksgiving for peace, 
in 1784, there^was no national 
appoint- 
ment until 1789, when President Wash- 
ington proclaimed it on account of the 
adoption of the constitution. 


After that the observance 
became 
more or less general and the governors 
various states recommended it, the 
observance being more general in the

THE HISTORY OF THE DAT. 


The history of the observance of the 


day is somewhat obscure. Ita occasional 
observance was not unusual in England 
in early days and there was such a cele- 
bration in Leyden, Holland, in 1575, 
the first anniversary of the deliverance 
of that city from the plague. In 1618 
the Pilgrim church, exiled from Eng- 
land, went to Holland and remained 
there until 1620, when it sent off the 
Mayflower colony to New England. 
After the first harvest of the colonists at 
Plymouth in 1625, Governor Bradford 
sent four men out fowling, that they 
"might after a more special manner re- 
joice together," but previous to this 
time, 1623, a day of fasting and prayer 
had been appointed on account of the 
drought, 
and when the rain came 


abundantly, a day of thanksgiving ' 
appointed whicli was observed with re- 
ligious services. 


In June 1632 Governor Winthrop, o) 


the Massachusetts Bay colony, rccom 
mended a day of Thanksgiving on ac- 
count of the favorable action of the 
British privy council to the colonies. 
There is also records of the official ap- 
pointment of Thanksgiving in Massa- 
chusetts Bay in 1623, 1633, 1637, 1638, 
and 1639 and in Plymouth in 1651,1668. 
1680, 
Ib89 and 1690. From that time 


until tho revolution ^there were occa- 
sional Thanksgiving days for special 
reasons, sucli as good crops, the safe ar- 
rival of ships, etc. During the war for 
our independence, Thanksgiving day 
was a national institution, being an- 
nually recommended by congress, but 
after the general thanksgiving for peace, 
in 1784, there-was no national appoint- 
ment until 1789, when President Wash- 
ington proclaimed it on account of the 
adoption of the constitution. 


After that the observance became 


more or less general H.IU! the governors 
of various states recommended it, the 
observance being moro general in the 
eaflt than in any other part of the coun- 
try, tho south Itting slow to adopt, it, 
but in 1850, Thanksgiving proclama- 
tions were issued by the governor* of 
oigltt. of tlio southern states. During 


the civil war President Lincoln issued 
3roolamations 
recommending special 


Jianksgiving for . victory ill 1862 and 
1863 and a national proclamation of the 
annual Thanksgiving day in 1863 and 
L864. Since that time such a proclama- 
tion has been issued annually by the 
president, as well as by the governor* of 


various states and the mayors of 


principal cities, and custom has fixed 
;he time for the last Thursday in No- 
vember.
